Dear  Dr.  Benzin^er': 

II  nave  .iU3t  received  your  letter  asking  ire  to  lay  your 
resignation  before  tbe  Board  of  Governors.  Coning  as  it  does  fron  you  on 
your  own  initiative  and  in  view  of  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  duration  of  the 
war  'I  shall  not  ask  you  to  withdraw  it!,  though  'T  deecly  regret  that  the 
University  is  to  lose  your  services.  As  you  are  aware;,  when  the  Board 
thought  it  expedient  to  dace  you  on  leave  of  absence  for  the  rest  of  the 
session  II  entered  into  correscondence  with  sone  of  the  leading  Universities 
and  crofessional  schools  of  the  United  States  in  the  hope  that  'I  rright  effect 
an  exchange  with  a  scholar  of  Arabic  and  Oriental  Archaeology:,  but 
unfortunately  uy  efforts  have  teen  unsuccessful. 

President  Lowell  of  Farvard;,  President  Hadley  of  Yale;, 

Dean  Vathews  of  Cnicaga,  President  Francis  Brown  of  New  York;,  President 
VcKen/ie  of  Hartford;,  and  others;,  have  answered  in  the  lost  cordial  way 
possible;,  and  would  welcoire  you  to  do  teaching;,  but  unfortunately  there  are 
very  few  iien  Qualified  to  undertake  your  work.  Of  those  who  are!,  rrost 
have  their  courses  arranged  with  tneir  students  for  tne  whole  acadeiiic  year*,, 
and  in  two  cases  tne  only  ccssible  exchange  iren  are  of  Gerrran  birth.  You 
will  be  cleased  to  know  that  a  well-known  scholar  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  writes;,  ”i  beg  to  assure  you  that  in  coirtron  with  all  scholars 
'I  have  the  very  .highest  opinion  of  Professor  Ben7,inger"s  errinent  scholarship" 

On  leaving  this  University  it  nust  be  a  satisfaction  to  yot 
to  be  told  that  you  have  wen  the  rescect  of  your  colleagues  of  the  decart- 
iTont  in  the  various  colleges  and  cf  those  irenrbers  of  tne  staff  who  have  got 
to  HDO»  you.  'Tt  Itust  ce  no  leas  Jratltying  to  Ce  assured  Cy  your  stuosnte 


that  your  learnihgl,  teaching  atility;,  ani  character  have  gained  for  you 
their  confidence;,  no  suggestion  having  excaped  you  during  this  testing 
crisis  which  was  unsyirpathetic  to  their  convictions  loyal  to  the  core  as 
they  are* 

Your  resignation  will  !I  as  afraid  crinnle  the  work  of  this 
departirent,  escecially  on  Its  graduate  side;,  one  student  who  had  cone 
fron  '.Tndiia  having  already  left  to  nursue  his  studies  In  Chicago. 

This  unfortunate  event,  however;,  is  but  one  of  the  results 
of  the  terrible  war  into  which  our  Fncire  has  been  forced  on  behalf  of 
a  higher  hunanity  anong  the  nations  of  the  world.  iVhen  we  '  have  won  a 
satisfactory  ceace',,  we  hope  that  a  new  era  for  civilisation  will  dawn  and 
that  through  the  Hni versities;,  nones  of  pure  patriotism,  the  light  of  a 
culture  will  stream,  which  while  British,  Canadian  and  rrovincial  will  be 
coloured  also  with  the  brightest  lideals  of  the  wide  noral  and  Intellectual 
world. 

II  will  transnit  your  resignation  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
for  their  action.
